In coiisctiiiencc of President Roosevelt's action against the meat truat—lf io* 
dc(Hl this action really produces any results*->it la very possible that a peculiar 
situation may develop in the United States. 

Until now it has Ixtui taken fur graotefl that the Republicai) party was tbe 
ehoseu rcpr«‘sentutive of large capital in the United 8tati*s. The trusts, corpo- 
ratiuiiB and plutocrats therefore w’ere always very libera) In their coutributiona 
to the campaign funds of the Republican party, although aa a mutter of course 
they uIku gave some money to tbe Hemocratlc party, because that organisation 
likewise stands fur capitalism. 

Rut uow' in conse<]ueuce of the anti-trust pranks of the administration, the 
Republican iHiliticinns everywhere are setting up a howl that Roosevelt is “Rry* 
aiiizing" the ReiKiblican party. Tbe Repuhtieon politicians are afraid that the 
trusts and conmrations will now* take care that the Democratic party nominates 
a “safe man." for itistuiK*e. Honnan of Maryland or Hill of New York, and that 
then the LION’S SHARK of the plutocratic boodle wilt fiow to tbe Democratic 
party, which tuny thus he enabletl to elec't Its candidates. 

These fears of the Repubicau politicians are indeed not entirely without 
foumlatioi). To the great capitalists it is absolutely immaterial whether the 
Uepuldieau or Democratic party executes their mandates. In the last ten years 
the South has made wonderful progress in the field of industrialism, and the 
South is desiiiieil hi the next thirty years to become also politically u bulwark 
of capitiitism. Since lloosuvelt's uuiuinatiou by the Republicans ia now a settled 
thing, it is nut altugetlier Itniiossible that the trusts will form an alliance with 
the South and set themselves tbe task Of uuminatiug and electing Uormau. 

Such shifting of the iKilitical scenes would be a sort of windfall for tbe So* 
ciai DemoiTuts. It w*uul<l prove once for all that ROTH parties*-the Repub¬ 
lican and tbe Democratic—are sprung from tbe same source and that capitalism 
CUD rule as well through one party us through tbe other. 

M’helhcr events turn out in this way or not, tbe Socialista of this country 
must uiow place themselves at the head of tbe auU-trust movement, with the 
issue, “NATIONALIZATION OF TUt'STS AND MOXOPOUES." Be¬ 
sides that, the usual Socialist demands in municipal and state affairs should be 
brought out at the respective elections, and at all times tbe demand for OLD 
.VtiK l*h.\,Ni(f.S.S must be eiupbaslzcii. On fitting occasions and especially in 
the iiitriMiuction to plutfomis the so-called “final aim" of Socialiam would alw’ays 
find its full expression. In doing so our party will only be in harmony with the 
tactics of Soi’iuHsts and Social Democrats the world over. The “immediate de- 
muudH" are the main lever of ail their platforms—the piutfomi of the 8. L. P. 
of America excepted. The Social Democratic party of (jermany has this year 
taken the lead AGAINST the proposed high tariff ou breadstuffs (the so-called 
“ilungcr-Zoeile"). The Reigiun Socialists are at the bead of the movement 
fur a one-man-ballot in their country. No one thinks them leas revolutionary 
on that account. 

Y’ct we ex|>ect that against our proposition every ignorant fanatic and nar¬ 
row-minded bigot in our. party will break out in shrieks and iameutationk about 
“heresy*" and “state Socialism." Rut this cannot restrain us from doing what 
is right. I’eople of the above cUaracacterized kind are in the minority among 
Socialists. Yet, this minority, by cheap phrases and artificial fanaticism, up to 
tbe present time has succeeded in retarding the growrth of tbe Socialist party in 
must sections of America, although this country is ripe fur a LARGER and 
STRONGER Socialist political organization than any other in the world.

When the congrezaional campaigns get 
iu full blaat this fall look out for the 
spread eagle stump orator of tbe old par¬ 
ties with bis soaring words about this 
great pro8f»erous nation and its great 
destiny. We have heard such speeches 
before, but now that industrial consoli¬ 
dation and tlie c'xpcnditure of greatly in¬ 
creased capiui bas turned the land into 
u great seething workshop, with “pros¬ 
perity" and million dollar deals where 
tbousWd dollar ones used to be the rule, 
t^e/stump speakers will try to moke tbe 
workers believe they have a partnership 
interest in It all. 

The figures for the census of 1000 are; 
now at hand aud show that $2330,273.- 
. 021 were paid out in wages in the mauu- 
, facturiog eatablUbmenta during the cen¬ 
sus year, a stui>eadooB figure which tbe 
• stump orator will use to astonish bis 
hearers. Rut invesiigatiun shows that 
there were 5321,087 workers getting this 
big aum, which gives each one ou the 
average $438 a year or a dally wage 
of $8.42 s week. In spite of our pros¬ 


perity the average worker got m«n* in 
1800, tufi years before, $445. Dut these 
figures also include women and children. 
Omitting them, we find that tho men 
workers got $402 a year ou the average 
in 1000, while in 1800 they got $500. 
More w'oaltb Is produced every year, 
more people are brought Into tbe ranks 
of labor, but wages “grow" lower, ami 
gixmt fortunes continue to pile up. 

Mrs. John A. l^gan says that the dis¬ 
play of gorgi'ous dresres and priceless 
and auperduous jewels worn by New 
York ladies at tbe opera w'beii Prince 
Henry was here was such as could uot 
have happened anywhere else ou the 
globe. This is where some of the money 
tieeced from labor got's. Some women 
w’ore such exx>euHive gems that detec¬ 
tives dressed as guests were hired lu be 
near at baud. 

There never *’"’s a lime when p<‘ople 
were so uusettie.' as to the economic |h>- 
litieal situation as at the present time. 
All their uhl imiltical theorit-s are upset 
and they either have to dodge or accept 
the coui-headi-d view's of the Soi'iul Deiii- 
ucruts, or else make fools of themselvi-s. 
They know that couholidutiou is going on 
with increasing speed and that each day's 
record leaves fewer and fewer fields for 
>*apitniism to conquer. Where will it 
end! They slick tleir bauds into their 
empty pockets and <mvy the trusts the 
Stupendous profits that come rolling iu 
through greased chute:*. If coruereil they 
have to admit that tho game belongs to 
the .Morgans, the Ruckefeileni and their 
class, that their man’eluus profits de¬ 
mand reinvestment and that reinv«-si- 
meut means a coiiii>ouudiug of profits 
that can lead to uolbiug short of aeltial 
ownership of the earth. 

Ac<’ordiog to a New York paper one of 
the original double sextette girls iu *’Fiu- 
rodora," the musical cuiuedy,| si>eculati'd 
iu. Wall street to such good piirpusc that 
she cleared up a clean $4(10,000 of some 
one else's money. Now she’s out of the 
sextette and enjoying herireif aud she 
says iu her childlike way that it’s just 
grand to have lots of mrney uad that 
she derives great pleasure iu doing vari¬ 
ous things for her relatives wdth some 
of it. Rut she does nut hear the groans 
of the former owners of her money and

w’iuuings iu the Wall street gambling 
hell bear any relation tv the wreck uf 
the losers there, any more than dmrs the 
person who enjoys unearui'd wealth lu 
the world ut large when he or she no¬ 
tices some evidence of the poverty and 
anxiety of the many. Many uu iK'cupani 
of a perfumed private coach iu Milwau¬ 
kee drives past the pinched faces of toil¬ 
ers whose exertioiis have produced iIm* 
very money with which the coach was 
bought and is sustaiut'd. 

When u supiKirter and aimlogist for the 
capitalist system hereafter iiiuliilaius 
that tbe dispossessed class has no trou¬ 
bles, just poke this item under his hum* 
and dare him to discuss the point: 

laOiidou, De<*. 14.—The death of a child 
from .bunts ut Hackney tbe other day 
brouia^l forth the statemeut from the 
eurouvr who held the inquest that in 
istW alone more than Gts) children were 
burned to d' alh owing to their being left 
ut home unprotected. 

That the present system makes erimi- 
nals of men whose genius woulii otlicr- 
wise ble.-a society is borne out by tlo- 
following rtqtort of Lumbrosu, the greoi 
Italian oriminologist, on the briguioi 
MusMtlino, DOW’ awaiting trial: 

‘*He is a must exceptional man. If 
properly brought up he would, 1 am cer¬ 
tain. have be^me u glory to Italy. His 
inlelligeiiee, perspicacity aud eloquence 
are indettd extraoMtiiary. He {Kissesses in 
the higlieat degree all the qualitii*s uf a 
great orator and a great man, and yet 
he is merely u brigand. It is truly a 
fascinating case.** 

Mias^Tane Addams of Hull House, Chi¬ 
cago, was in New York the other day 
and made an address before the women 
of tho League for Political Education in 
which she gave them a new view of the 
saloon and Its place in the presoot day 
civilization. She said: 

“Neither tbe saloon nor the theater, 
with ail their attendant evila, do as much 
harm, to my mind, as the deadening mo¬ 
notony of unrelieved toil," and the audi¬ 
ence signified Ha approval by a burst uf 
applause. 

“It seema to me that people have be¬ 
come confused in their discussioD of tbe 
aalooD question,'* declared Miu Addams. 
‘The sale of liquor aUouid be limited, 
not abolished; for the only social relaxa¬ 
tion that some workers obtain la io the 
saloon parlor. 

“It is to them what dinner parties are 
to a different class. Someone might just 
as well say to these dinera: ‘1 think 
that you drink too much at your dinners, 
so they must stop.* Fancy what an out¬ 
cry would be raised about social and in- 
dividual rights and all the rest of H." 

After North Brookfield, Mass., bad 
built a railroad that cost $90,000, a wa¬ 
ter plant that coat $180,000, to accommo¬ 
date the Ratcheller Shoe factory: after 
many bondreda of woriemen had built 
or contracted for homes, more or less 
paid for, the factory that has been run¬ 
ning for two generations suddenly has 
shut down without any reason being giv¬ 
en and the town of 5000 is a deserted 
village.—Shoe and I.jea<her Gazette.

what would become of the human race? 

This is an old excuse for exploitation. 
It is made partly through ignorance of 
the real labor problem and partly 
through lack of sympathy with the pre- 
pondering army of human drudgee—the 
wage workem. 

Mr. Angel proceeds on tbe theory of 
his claiB, that present day toUera get 
full pay for all their work, which is 
not true, elee there would be fewer mil- 
Uooairee to chuck dollars at his Dumb 
Animals Society. From the necessity of 
his situation the wage worker is obliged 
to sell his labor power to a capitalist, 
and for much less than it is worth to 
the employer. If ten hours of daily 
drudgery under the usual stupefying fac¬ 
tor}' conditions only brings a wage suf¬ 
ficient to keep the worker's family from 
gong under, even where the children too 
must go into the factory, then it is a 
doty Rs a citisen and to his family for 
the worker to try to better his bargain. 
Especlaily if there is no future ahead 
for the worker, but actually the chance 
to go to the poorhouse when 45 years of 
age. The working hours ought to be 
reduced to three or four, and could be, 
if W’ork was done in a sensible and So¬ 
cialist way. Ten hours a day is alto¬ 
gether too much for any man to give 
out of his life for wage work, especially 
if it gets iLiui out of bed before day¬ 
light, forces him to cat his dinner out of 
a tin can and sends him home at night 
too tired to read or Improve his culture. 
If Mr. Angull worked sixteen hours a 
day it w*as not for the mere sake of 
working, but because he had a futuie 
advantage to get out of it. Tbe wage 
worker of today has no such outlook. 
Let Mr Angell try a week of work in 
one of the Southern cotton factories in 
place of one of the little human animals 
and then see if he will sing his joyous 
song about workers being c'outeut with 
present conditions. The wage workers 
do the work, others become millionaires. 
It is a bad bargain. In spite of ail the 
Augells the workman must assert his 
rights for a fair deal and a full share 
in the resulta—and he is doing iu 


ONLY ONE WAY TO FREE IRELAND. 

The Irish League It preparing to free 
Ireland again, or at least some of the 
holdings of absentee landlords. But bow 
can Ireland be freed? There are a goo<l 
many Irish-Amcricans to whom this is a 
live question. The ties of earlier days, 
tbe hopes of relations with the green Isle 
make it a subject for which their tears 
and their money are proffered. But 
whatever may happen as between Ire¬ 
land and the great oppressor, England, 
only one thing in the final analysis will 
truly free Ireland, and that Is for tbe 
Irish people to themselves not only own, 
collectively, their own soil, but to own 
their industries as well. Ireland will not 
be free if it merely allows some of its 
own people to take the place of its Eng¬ 
lish absentee owners, for the poor peo¬ 
ple, the workers, ^U1 have to yield trib¬ 
ute through unpaid labor time just as 
before. Wherein will it benefit them, 
except iho rather hoMow pleasure of pre¬ 
ferring to slave for home rather than 
fur foreign maaters? To be really free 
then the Iriah people must ao organize 
their industry as to afford to each work¬ 
er the adequate value which bis labor 
pitHluces, with profits out of it' for no 
one. This can only be had through col- 
lecliro ownership. And collective own¬ 
ership with ‘quitable rewards for labor 
ia Socialism. W^e do not care what word 
is used in IslH^ling it, it U the principle 
that is at stake. And we do not expect 
much from the Socialistic organization 
that now exists in one or two of the 
Irish cities. It is of too narrow and 
dogmatic a stripe to do much good. It 
is simply a new sect. But the principle 
of Socialism is gaining ground in Ireland 
although it has not yet gotten political 
expreesion. The leading spliiu in the 
Irish revolt will come to own it and to 
work under its impulse. Davitt practi¬ 
cally admitted as much when he was In 
this country last year. Socialism on a 
rational basia will yet make great head¬ 
way in Ireland, for the Irish i>eople have 
8uffere<i long, and will understand It and 
instinctively grasp its phiNaophy. 

PHILANTHROPY IS UHFEEUHG. 

There comes to our table periodically 
a little paper called Our Dumb Antmala, 
which is edited by George T. Angclli 
millionaire philanthropist We have 
only g<^ wishes for efforts to befriend 
and protect dumb animala, but wa have 
often bt'cn struck with the fact that 
many of the i>cop]e who Invish their 
compassion on the brute creation hava 
no sympathy with the dlatress of the 
dispoaaesAed class among the human 
animals. Aa a case in point we quote 
literally au editorial by Mr. Augell him¬ 
self iu the last issue of his paper: 

We saw in a Denver (Colorado) dis¬ 
patch of March lltb that seven thou¬ 
sand workmen were going on a atriks 
for on eight-hour day. 

When we began life in Boston we 
worked about slxteeu bonn a day, (de¬ 
ducting a verv* short time for mcalsl. 
When in school and college we worked 
not only daytimea bnt niguta, and after 
■4'e graduated taught school day-times, 
snd studied law mgbta. 

After entering our profession we 
worked many time nlghta, and aince 
leaving our profeiaion for onr present 
work, we have not only worked day¬ 
times but either worked or laid awake 
thinking (which is the hardest kind of 
work) a large portion 'of thouaanda of 
nichta. Lota of pbysidana, lawyers, 
editors and perhaps dergymen work 
nigbta, and Bbilliona of women worit a 
large part of both day and nl^t If 


We call special attention to the article 
elsewhere in this issue ou child labor in 
S^uth Carolina. Tbe situation there has 
long been known to exist, but the shock¬ 
ing details, with the explanatory side 
lights, had in Mr. Hubbard’s presenta¬ 
tion of the subject, ought to be read by 
as many as possible. The day of deliv¬ 
erance will come the sooner for these 
particular little victims, partly in tbe 
form of a national child labor law.' The 
writer of these lines bsa lived among 
the crackers of the Southeastern states. 
They are very ignorant and very poor, 
it is true. But they are quite worthy 
people in their way, and are victims of 
social and industrial conditions to begin 
with. The transplanted New England 
factory system is giving them a further 
and completer dose of capitalism than 
they have yet had. And it muvt not be 
forgotten that on the wrecking of these 
human lives, imperious and propd sons 
and daughters of Puritan New England 
are flaunting themselves as tbe fittest to 
survive, the flower of all that is noble, 
vigorous and worthy in our modem Yao- 
kce cirilfzation. 


There Is a clannishness among Social 
Democrats that we have no wish to 
apologise for. It causes them to look 
kindly on tbe merchants who advertise 
in our papers and to keep them in mind 
when making purchases. We know of 
a recent case where a Socialist living 
on the northwest side went down to tbe 
south side to boy of a Herald advertiser, 
although the goods be . urebased could 
have been bought a few steps from his 
own door. We would suggest, however, 
that it would do no harm for onr people 
to IlEMIND the PROPRIETORS of 
the STORES where they trade that they 
SAW their ADVERTISING in the 
HERALD. 


Judging from the conciliatory and 
apologetic manner In which the Milwau¬ 
kee Teachers’ Association announces its 
line of work, it may be feared that it 
will not ba> worthy the Chicago Associa¬ 
tion which was its prototype. Tbe Chi¬ 
cago Asaociatiou organized for big things 
and they did big things and made 
no apologies for It. It appears from 
the figures that the Milwaukee As¬ 
sociation gives out that the aver¬ 
age teacher's pay ia $(K)8J21 a 
year, which is a disgrace to an enlight¬ 
ened community. When the Social 
Democrats come to power the teachers, 
the same as other workers, will not only 
get a living wage, but will be pro¬ 
gressively saved from exploitation. 

If private monopoly aerves the people 
better than collective ownerahlp would, 
why ia it that the Milwaukee street rail¬ 
way has it in its power to suddenly close 
up its Wauwatosa line, becaose of a 
squabble with some property owuera 
along tbe way? And tbe tool people liv> 
Ing in the western suburb who sre dis¬ 
commoded through no fault of their own 
will march op to the polls* next election 
like cattle and vote for the same thing 
in the future. 


’’Unity is as often the cry of aunexs- 
tiou and capture as of affectioo and co¬ 
operation.” was one of the truths ot¬ 
tered by Comrade Bruce Glaaier at the 
recent conference of the Independent La¬ 
bor party at Liverpool where the peren¬ 
nial question of a union of the Socialist 
parties of Great Britain engrossed at¬ 
tention. Some easily-gnlled American So¬ 
cialists found this out some time ago.

Bernstein.” Quen :i piece of misinforma- 
tioD could only i*e)ttlt from either of two 
things: wilful falsehood or disgraceful 
ignorance. 


THE SIGNmCANCE OF THE ItEVOLT IN TiUSSIA. 

Rnssla’s greatness is of s qoantitative but not qualitative nature. Russia is 
a phyaidal but not a sniritual giant. The imperialistic policy of expanxion was 
inaugurated by John tbe Terrible. Peter the Great came to the cooclusiou that 
the empire could not be ruled without an educated class of c^ciala. He tried 
therefore to acclimatise Western European culture in his domains. A beauro- 
cratic doss was arttfidolly created and maintained by the Russian rulers them- 
selvas. Gradually this dais took poasessiOD of all the political and administra¬ 
tive power in the country. The Tur himself was turned into a mere puppet In 
tbe hands of the beaurocracy. The Russian people are at the mercy of this 
parasitic class. The accUmstisstion of Western ideas, however, led, on the 
other band, to the inception and growth of a public spirited educated class (the 
INTELLIGBNTIA) that from the first to lost coompioned tbe cause of tbe 
common people against the exploiters. They used literature as a medium for 
public enlightenmeuL Love of freedom, a passion for justice in sodol-economic 
relations and a general homanitariau spirit, distinguished these pioneers of a 
brighter future for Rusaia. The educated patriots were at an early period divid¬ 
ed into two scboola. One school was inclined to romantic idealisation of the an¬ 
cient Slavic institutions and were therefore called Slavopbilea. The other was 
permeated with the ideas of Western Burope. Tbe Slavophiles degenerated 
gradually into a fanatic nationalist sect. Tbe WESTERNERS in their tnm dif¬ 
ferentiated Into LIBERALS and RADICALS during the reign of Alexander IL 
lie was a well-meaning, but a weak despot. He freed the serfs, but allowed 
the beaurocracy to rob them of the best part of tbe cultivable soil. The serfs 
were powerless owing to their dense ignorance. Tbe enlightened and generous 
youth wanted to educate the peasants and started social settlements iu the vil¬ 
lages. The government lost its head and started a cruel persecution against 
tbe ’’propagandists.” The peaceful evolution was thus precipitated iuto a 
bloody revolution. The political movement resulted in the assassination of Alex¬ 
ander 11. and a deep reaction. Alexander HI. waa a poor imitator ■ f bis crand- 
father, Nicolas I., and hit reign was a series of stupid and cruel blunders. 

The present l^r is a well-meaning but hopelessly weak man. There is no 
initiative and no power of will, no grasp of situation and statesmanahip iu the 
degenerated scion of Peter 1. It is futile therefore to expect any serious reforms 
from above in Russia. The revolutionary movement In Russia uraa so fur with¬ 
out tangible results. Why? Because the peasants, making up the oVemhelmiug 
majority of the population of Russia, were not revolutionized. Owing to serfdom 
there conld be no mutual understandiog, no confidence between the educated rad¬ 
icals belonging to the middle class and nobility and the peasants. 

With the development of capitalism and the rapid growth of tbe city prole¬ 
tariat conditions are getting more and more favorable for Socialistic ideas. The 
city poletarist is connected by ties of blood relstiooship and common splrituol 
kinship with the peasantry. The peasants who were deaf to propagunda car¬ 
ried on by educated radicals will eagerly absorb the social teachings through 
the medium of (he industrisl proletariat. 

Once the peasants become revolutionized—the beaurocracy w’ill have to loosen 
forever Ita deadly grasp on national affairs In Russia and the whole fabric of 
the old regime will vanish like a nightmare.

if AN IMPORTANT POINT OF THEORY, if 

Under tbe headline, ’’Criticism, not Attack,” the Worker has the following 
to soy about Public Ownership: 

”At the present time one very important point of theory—we mention only 
one of several related points—is in question, and it ia a point of theory which 
very materially 'and directly affects party action. There are some among us 
w'bo think that state capitalism—that is, pubUc ownership without working-class 
government—would be preferable to private capitalism; others bold the oppo¬ 
site view. Some, again, argue that, whether we like it or not, state capital¬ 
ism must intervene as a stage in the development from tbe present condition to 
Social Democracy, and that we ahull beat hasten the establishment of Social 
Democracy by devoting our present efforts to the support of state capitalism; 
others consider this on error replete with danger to all our dearest hopes. 

’This is not a question to be put aside as ’academic' or to be thoughtleosly 
decided, lest we lose a few votes by giving thought to It.” 

That at the present time the very important point of theory regarding pub¬ 
lic ownership is greatly agitating the Social Democracy of this country is a 
focL But why? It is because there are members of the ’‘Socialist Party” who 
know something shout Socialism, but not enough. Evidently, the editor of the 
Worker knows very little of the historical development of Socialism, and he 
shows in the quoted lines that he is tlie least qualified to clear away the fug hang¬ 
ing at the preeent time “over the important point of theory.” The Social De¬ 
mocracy of this country can congratulate itself that the ACTION of tbe com¬ 
rades in Milwaukee and other branches in Wisconsin in the last spring election 
did a hundred times more to bring about a clear understanding of tbe “impor¬ 
tant point of theory” than ail tbe quarrels and grumblings in tbe party press and 
on tbe soap box. The success ^f the Wisconsin comrades will “very xnnteriully 
and directly affect the party action” in the right direction; in tbe direction of ul¬ 
timate victory of Socialism in this country. 

State Cipitaliam. What ia that? Tha editor of the Worker calls it: Public 
ownership without worklug-class government. State Capitalism we have now. 
The whole political machinery is run and running in tbe interest of tbe capital- 
lata. Why not call it Capitalist Socialism? 

But even that would not be tbe right name. Tbe trust is Capitalist Social- 
ism—“community of interest” they call it. And even that is a kind of Socialism, 
where the strong kill the weak, and absorb their property. 

The anarchists call us State SocUlUta, because they say we want tlte SO¬ 
CIALIST STATE to own and control the meaua of production and distribution. 
In Germany the Socialists call tbe Bismarckian state insnrance for old age: 
State Socialism. 

Mr. Editor of the Worker: Don’t make such a mesa in trying to mix the 
Socialist oil with tbe capitalist water! It won’t mix. 

If one reads the local platforms our cumrades used with such good effect iu 
Wisconsin, he will learn that the SocialLsta do not want STATE CAPITAL¬ 
ISM, not even as a pepping stone toward STATE SOCIALISM, and that 
they do not “snppoit State Capitalism” by putting up u working programme de¬ 
manding public ownership of public utilities. 

Every Socialist in this country ought to know that much, that it is foolish 
to enter politics at all without a good working programme, without “immediate 
demands’^ which will benefit tbe tolling masses. Standing ou such a platform, 
we ask the voters to vote our ticket, to elect our candidates, who are pledged to 
do away with Municipal Capitalism, State Capitalism, National Capitalism and 
all capitallam. 

In the last election tbe voters of Chicago declared for “municipal owner¬ 
ship" with an overwhelming majority and the people of the United States 
would without-a question, declare for “national ownership” If the opportunity 
would be presented. Tbe neople would do that, bat not because they prefer 
state capitalism to private capitalism. 

At the present time, “tbe age of tbe trust.” there ia ao immeasurable 
amount of Socialism iu tbe air, latent S^lalism, because tbe development of 
capitalism generates it and onrsea iL It la tbe mission of the Socialist to direct 
this current in the right cbannel. educate the people and abow them the way out 
of the capitalistic desert to the promised land—Sodaliam.

tion tow'ard securing living wages for 
girls who are forced to earn their living, 
they would be doing something real 
toward their suppression. 8t> loug as 
starvation wages are paid girls there 
are but two courses for them to panne— 
suicide or prostitution. Some choose one, 
some the other; and, some choose both.— 
Iowa Unionist. 

Trusts are formed Jin every article of 
commerce. When once a trust is fonued 
it never has been dissolved. Often we 
read iu glaring headlines of such disso¬ 
lution, but it was only a prelude to a 
different and more perfect trust. Gigan¬ 
tic strides are being made in the direc¬ 
tion of Socialism every day and some 
of the most important steps are taken by 
men wbo fancy they are blocking the 
march of progress, but the course of evo- 
lution is ever onward and is roost rapid 
when patting on the finishing tonches.

The e^nomic development of Indus- 
jtnal society tends inevitably to the ruin 
of small judustriea, which ore based 
upon the workman’s private ownership 
o' the mcana of production. It sepa¬ 
rates him from these means of produc¬ 
tion and conveits him into a destitute 
member of the proletariat, whilst a 
comparatively small number of capital¬ 
ists and great land owners obtain a 
monopoly of the means of produ^on. 

Hand In hand with thia growing* 
monopoly goes the emshiug out of ex- 
[Is^nce of these shattered small Indus- 
tnea by industries of colossal growth, 
the development of the tool into the 
I machine, and a gigantic increase in the 
prodOTtiveness of human labor. But 
all the advantages of this revoIotJon are 
monopolized by the capitalisU and the 
great land owners. To the proletariat 
and to the rapidly sinking middle classes, 
the smsU tradesmen of tbe towns, and 
the peasant proprietors, it brings an in¬ 
creasing unccnainty of existence, in¬ 
creasing misery. opp-easion. servitude, 
degradation and exploitation. 

Ever greater grows the mass of the 
proletariat, ever raster the army of the 
^employed, ever sharper the contrast 
wween oppressors una oppressed, ever 
fiercer that war of desses between 
bourgeoisie and proletariat which di- 
videt modem society Into two hostile 
camps, and in the common characteris¬ 
tic of every industrial country. The 
gnlf between the propertied classot and 


the destitute is widened Dj^-the 
arising from capitalist produ^oiL wluch 
becomes doily more comprehensive and 
omnipotent, which makes univeraaJ un¬ 
certainty the normal condition o' 
ciety, and which furnishes a proof that 
the forces of production have outgrown 
the existing sodoJ order, and that private 
ownership of the means of producUon 
has become incompatible with-their full 
development and their proper applica¬ 
tion. 

Private ownership of the means of pro¬ 
duction, formerly the means of securmg 
his product to the producer, has now 
come the means of expropriating the 
peasant proprietors, the artisans and the 
small tradesmen, and placing the QOfi* 
producers, tbe capitalists and lam land- 
owners in possession of the products of 
labor. Nothing but the conversion of 
capitalist private ownership of tbe means 
of production—tbe earth and ita fruits, 
mines and quarries, raw material, tools, 
machines, means of exchange—into social 
ownership and the snbstitution of Social¬ 
ist production, 'carried on by and for 
society in the place of the present pro¬ 
duction of commodities for exchange, can 
effect such a revolution that, instead of 
large industries and the steadily growing 
capneities of common prodnctlon being, 
as heretofore, a suurce of misery and op¬ 
pression to tbe classes whom they have 
despoiled, they may become a source of 
the highest well-being and of the most 
perfect and comprehensive harmony. 

The social revolution involves the 
emancipation, not merely of tbe proleta¬ 
riat, but of the whole human race, w'faieh 
is suffering under existing conditions. 
But this emancipation can be achieved 
by tbe working class alone, because all 
other classes. In spite of their mutual 
strife of interests, take their stand upon 
the principle of private ownership of the 
means of production, and have a common 
interest in maintaining the existing social 
order. 

The struggle of tbe working classes 
against Capitaliat exploitation must of 
necessity be a political struggle. The 
working classes can neither carry on 
their economic struggle nor develop their 
economic organization without political 
rights. They cannot effect the transfer 
of the means of production to the com¬ 
munity without being first invested with 
political power. 

It must be the aim of the Social Dem¬ 
ocracy to give conscious unanimity to 
this struggle of tbe working classes, and 
to indicate the inevitable goal. 

The interests of tbe working classes ore 
identical in all lauds governed ^ capi¬ 
talist methods of prodoction. ex- 

teiisioii of tbe world’s commerce and pro¬ 
duction for the world’s markets make tbe 
position of tbe workmen in any one 
country daily more dependent upon that 
of the workmen iu other countries. 
Thertrfore, the emancipation of labor is 
a tusk in which the w'orkmeo of all civil¬ 
ized lauds have a share. Recogoiziog 
this, the Social Democrats of Germany 
fold and declare themselves ut one with 
the workmen of every land, who are con¬ 
scious of the destinies of their class. 

The German Social Democrats are not, 
therefore, fighting for new class privi¬ 
leges and rights, but for the abolition of 
class government, and even if classes 
tbemselves, and for universal equality 
iu rights and duties, without distinction 
of sex or rank, ilolding these views, 
they are not merly fighting against the 
exploitation and oppression of tbe wage- 
earners iu tbe existing social order, but 
against every kind of exploitation and 
oppression, whether directed against 
class, party, sex or race. 

Starting from those principles, tbe Ger¬ 
man Social Democrats demand to begin 
witb: 

1. Universal, equal and direct suffrage 

by .ballot, iu all elections, for ail subjects 
of the empin* over 20 years of age, with¬ 
out distinctioo of sex. I’roportionai rep- 
resimtatioo, and until this system has 
in-cn introduced, fresh division of elec¬ 
toral districts by law after each census. 
Two years duration of the Legislature, 
lloiding of eknrtioiis ou a legal day of 
r»*st. rayment of the repnrsentatives 
eletrte<l. Ut-moval of all restrictions uiK>n i 
politk'ul rights, except in the case of per -1 
sous under age. I 

2. I>in*ct legislation by tbe people by | 
means of the right of initiative aud of j 
veto. Self-governmeut by the people In 
empire,' state, province and commune. 
Kli'cliou of magistrates *by the people, 
with the right of bolding them resign- 
sible. Annual vote of the taxes. 

3. Universal military education. Sub-, 
stiti.tiun of militia f<»r a stoiidlng, army. 
Decision by tbe popular represenUtives 
of <|uestiouK of peace and war. Decis¬ 
ions of all intcrnatioiiu] disputes by arbi¬ 
tration. 

4. AlK>lition of all laws which restrict¬ 
or sut)pr«>HM rn>e expressiim of ojiinion 
and the right of meeting or association. 

r>. AltoUtion of all laws which place the 
wumuii. whether in u private or a public 
capacity, at a disadvantage as compared 
with the man. 

<1. lkH.'lanitioii that religion is a pri¬ 
vate matter. Abolition of all expendi¬ 
ture from public funds upon ecclesi¬ 
astical and ri'ligious objects. Ecclesi¬ 
astical and religious bodies are to be re- 
ganled ns privn’e associations which or¬ 
der their affairs indepefidentiy. 

7. Secularization of education. C3oni- 
pulsory attendance at public national 
schools. Frt'e education, frci* supply of 
educational apnarntus and free main¬ 
tenance to childnm in schools, ami to 
such pupils, male and female, in higher 
educational instituHons, as are judged to 
be fitted for further edueation. 

8. Free administration of the law* and 
free legal assistanct'. Administration of 
the law by judges elected by the people. 
Appeal in critniual eases. Compensa¬ 
tion to persons act'used, imprisoned or 
condemned unjustly. Abolition of capi¬ 
tal punishment. 

0. Free medical aH.sistance, and free 
supply of remedies. Free burial of the 
dead. 

10. Graduated income and property 
tax to met‘t all public expenses, which 
are to be met by taxation. Self-assess¬ 
ment. Succession duties, graduated ac¬ 
cording to the extent of the inheritance 
and the degree of relationship. Aboli¬ 
tion of nil indirect taxation, customs du 
ties and other economic measures, w'hich 
sacrifice the interests of the community 
to the interests of u privileged minority. 

Fi»r tbe protet'tioo of labor, the Ger¬ 
man Social Democrats also demand to 
b^in with: 

1 . An effective national and interna¬ 
tional system of protective legislation on 
the following principles: 

(a) The fixing of a normal working 
day. w’hieb shall not exceed eight bourv. 

(b) i’rohibiuou of tbe employment of 
children under 14 years. 

(c) Prohibition of night work, except 
in those branches of iodusti 7 whicn, 
from their nature and for technical rea¬ 
sons or for reasons of pubHc welfare, 
require night work. 

(d) An unbroken rest of at least thirty- 
six hours for every workman every week 

(e) Prohibition of the truck system. 

3. Supervision of all industrial estab¬ 
lishments, together with the investiga¬ 
tions and regulation of the conditions of 
labor in the town and country by an im- 
iwrial labor department district labor 
bureaus, and chambers of labor.

(.Capital is King, uot cotton. But cap¬ 
ital is blind and deaf to all that is not 
to its interest; it will md act while 
child labor means lU per cent, tlividcnds 
on industrial stocks, lusteml of abolish¬ 
ing child-labor, cajutal gives a lot. near 
the mill property, to any preacher who 
will build a church, uud another lot for 
a parsonage, and then agrees to double 
the amount any denomination will raise 
for a church t^ifice. Within a miarter 
of a mile from one cotton mill, ut Colum¬ 
bia, S. C., 1 countt'd seven churches, com¬ 
pleted or in process of erection. And 
this is the way the mill owners capture 
the clergy. In talking with x’arious 
preachers ou the quesiion of chlld-lalior 
they all, I found, oud urgumeiit.M to ex¬ 
cuse it, blissfully uuuwure that civlliza- 
tioD fifty years ag(> liati placed her stamp 
of disapproval on the matter. One 
preacher put it in this way, with a gra¬ 
cious, patronizing smile (1 quote bis ex¬ 
act Words): *‘Ob, of course, it is pretty 
bad—but then, dear brother, you know 
the children are better off in the mill 
than mnning the streets!” 

It is assumed that there are only two 
occupations for children-working iu the 
mill aud running the streets. And then 
this man of God coufe.ssed to me without 
shame that many of the men whoso 
whole families worked in tho mills sub¬ 
scribed one-tenth of their income to the 
support of **1120 gospel," and gave him 
an order on the mill company for the 
amount; and this amount was withheld 
from wages and paid to him regularly by 
the cashier of the company. 

The majority of the clergy of .South 
Carolina have always stood for slavery. 
And the reason tho church has always 
sided with slavery Is )>ecau!H' she has 
thrived on the profits of slavery. 

We have beard much about the dan¬ 
ger that follows an alliance Mween 
church and state; hut what think you 
of a partnership between grasping grets! 
and religion—tnc' professed religion of 
the suffering, bit'eding Christ, the Christ 
who bad not where to lay his head! The 
orthodox Protestant preacher is an insti¬ 
tution in the South. 

I know the sweat shops of Hester 
street. New Vork; I am familiar with 
the rice, depravity and degradation of 
the Whitechapel district: I hare visited 
the Ghetto of Venice; I know the lot of 
the coal miners of Pennsylvania: and I 
know oomewhat of Sibeidan atrocities; 
but for misery, woe and hopeless suffer¬ 
ing, I bare never seen anything to equal 
tho cottOL mill alavery of South Caro¬ 
lina—this In my own America—the Land 
|of the Free and tho Home of the Brave!
